Believe no Word, in any Language, 
/ hath been more abufed than the 

Word Cuarity, and that no Vir- 
tue hath had more Iniquities prac- 
tifed under its Name. 

True Charity confifts in publick, 
<8) or private Beneficence ; in relieving 
the Neceflities and Diftreffes of par- 
ticular Perfons, or doing Works of 
general Ufe and Service to Mankind ; but there have 
been fo many Inftances of fal/e Charity, and fo many 
wicked Projeéts have been carried on, in this corrupt Age, 
under the Pretence of true Charity, that They have al- 
moft brought this cceleftial Virtue itfelf into Contempt. 
From hence it proceeds, that fome modern Writers have 
refolved it into the fordid Principles of /e/f- Love, O/- 
tentation and vain Glory; and if We were to judge or 
former Times by the prefent, it would almoft incline one 
‘to be of their Opinion, and to fufpeét the faireit Pre- 
tenfions to pub/ick Spiritednefs of fome private and /can- 
dalous Defign. But Iam far from cenfuring a// for the 
Practices of a few, and think the Propagation of /uch Te- 
nets difhoneft, whatever Colour or Foundation there may 
be for them, becau'e They certainly tend to the Dif- 
couragement of good AGions, and are therefore hurtful 
to Mankind. As the pudlick Welfare ought always to be 
principally confulted, fo it is often really promoted by 
the open Effes of Virtue, from whatever private Mo 
tives the Practice of it may proceed. Befides, I take this 
Di‘pute about the Origin of moral Virtue to be only a 
meer Prevarication; an idle Contention and Battle of 
Words. It is faid, for Inftance, that Benevolence to otbers 
$3 tne fecret Of {pring of Love to our felvess and what 
then? The Affertion is partly true and partly falie; for 
what do We mean by Charity, Humanity, in the com- 
mon Acceprtation of thefe Words, but a confcious Anx- 
jety and Compaflion for the Miferics of our Fellow-Crea- 
tures, of the fame Species, and doing unto others, as We 
would be done unto ourfelves, in the fame unhappy Crr- 
eumftances ? But J am wandering from the Defign of 
this Paper. 

Though it is wicked and immoral to difcountenance 

Charity, which is vifibly attended with good Effeés 
on the Publick, or any particular O>ieéts of Diirefs, vy 
imputing it to bad Mtives, and reproaching the Bene- 
fattors of Mankind with Pride, or Offentation; yet it 
puzht not to be fcandaliz’d and unhallow’d by being 
made the S‘alkinghorfe of Plunderers and Pick pockets. It 
is the Ditty of every Man, who loves his Country, and 
particularly incumbent upon Men in Authority, to punih 
thofe Mifcreants, who proftitute fuch an excellent Virtue 
to thir own wicked Purpofes, and endeavour to fanétify 
their Crimes with the {pecious Aff-ctation of Charity 
and Beneficence. 

It hath been the peculiar Misfortune of this Nation, 
efrecially of late Years, to fall into the Hands of /uch 
Vultures, who prey upon the Blood and Vita’s of their 
Country. We have feen the moft execrable Frauds and 
Villainies cloak’d and perpetrated under the Name of 
Charity ; and a pretended Concern for pudlick Good made 
the Hackney Tool and Inftrument. of private Inieref# and 
Corruption 

The South Sea Scheme was avery charitable Projeé&, of 
this Nature, to relieve the Publick from the Burthen of 
their Debts ; and when fome little Mifcarriages had been 
committed in the Execution of it, the fuccefsful Endes 
vours of a certain worthy Gentleman to {creen the un- 
happy Delinquents from the Rage of a ruin’d and exafpe 
rated Multitude were equally generous and benevolent. 
The Bank Contra ani the Remiflion of the fever Mil. 
lions, which the Undertakers were to pay as the Price for 
undoing half the Nation, were excellent Improvements 
on the original Scheme and will undoubtedly tran{mi: his 
Name with Honour to Pofterity. 

It is a common Saying that Charity begins at home ; 
and I don’t know any Proverb, which hath been fo am- 
ply verifyed by Experience. I could quote Initances 
from our Hiftory of feveral munificent Politicians, who 
were fo very charitably difpos’d towards Themfelves and 
their own dear Families, that They feem’d to think the 
Plunder of three Kingdoms unequal to ther Merit and 
Neceflities. They beftowed P/umbs upon Themfelves and 
their Relations as liberally as We throw Alf pence and 
Farthings to a common Object of Charity, and have been 











exceedingly generous in levying Contributions upon the 
People, tor the fame pious Ules, without the Forma- 
lity ot any /ega/ Briefs, or Letirs patent. 

Woljey acd Buckingham were Almoners, of this Kind ; 
ana I could mention ancther great Statefman, fince their 
Time, who feems to copy their Example and to form all 
his Schemes upon ¢hrs hoveff 8taxim, (which I think He 
ought to bear for his Motte) proximus (um evomet M1ii1. 

The worthy Gen'lemen, who lately incorporated Them- 
felves into a Society, for the Relief of the induftricus 
Por, feem to have emulated this great Pattern; ard 
confidering th: Capital They had to pliy with, it muft 
be confefs'd that They have furpafs’d the Soush-Sea Di- 
reétors, or any other Bubble-Fobbers whatloever, even in 
the memorable Year 1720. 

They difcovered great Judgment and Knowledge of 
the World, in chriftening this Undertaking by fo popu- 
lar a Name. The charitable Corporation hath an enga- 
ging Sound ; eipecially when it is added, for the Relief 
of the induftrious Por, by propofing to lend them Mo- 
ney, in this dead Time of Trade, at fo {mail an Interefi 
as tem or twelve per Cent 

Indeed, a great Clamour hath been raifed about the Con- 
2: of thefe Gentlemen, by » Parcel of turbulent People, 
who call Themfelves wabappy Sufferers, and fome petu- 
lant Wits of the Town have twitted them with an 
Obfervation that a paor Tradefman mul be very induffrious 
in hiv Bufinefs, who can afford to have any T'ranfaétions 
with them and not be abfolutely undone. From hence 
They have taken an Opportunity of nicknaming fome of 
the Managers of this Company Gentlemen of the Induftry, 
and offer to prove that They hive ditpofed of teveral 
hundred thoufand Pounds, by Way of Alms, upon Them- 
felves, their Relations, Creatures and Dependents ; by 
which Means Multitudes of younger Brothers and Gen- 
tlemen «f fmall fortunes will be reduced to the Neceflity 
of getting their Bread by ferving in our Armies, manni’s 
our Fleets, or {ne ‘uch honourable Employments. They 
tell us farther that the poor Ladies, in the fame meian- 
choly Circumftaoces, will make excellent Abigails, and 
muft he contented with waiting on the Ladie of Th./7, 
who have plundered thein, cr obliging their upilart 
Heirs in a more agreeavle Manm: 

Father Dominick, in the Play, was a Perfon of juft the 
fame generous Principles, and made no Scruple to carry 
on a Job of Leudnefs between his Friend’s Wife and a 
rakith Officer, in order to get a little Money for charita- 
ble Ujes. 

I think all fuch Gifts and Donations are faid, in Church 
Language, to be mortify’d; and if the Mortification of 
Money is true Charits, I defy the World to thew me a Set 
of more elemofinary Gentlemen than Thofe, who have 
had the Honour to be priacipally concerned in the Ma- 
nagement of the charitable Corporation. 

There are iome Things, indeed, mentioned in the 
Report, which may be thought Spots, as St. ‘Jobm fays, 
in their Feafts of Cuanrity; but Charity is a patient, 
long-fuftering, and forgiving Virtue, which deareth all 
Things, believeth all Things, endureti all Things. Charity 
feeketh not WER OWN; and therefore it would be doing 
the Proprieto.s and Creditors of this Company Injuftice, to 
fuppole that They wili endeavour to feek any Remedy by 
extraordinary Metiods, or endeavour to raifea Perfecu- 
tion egiinft ‘Thofe, who have thrown away their Proper 
ties in fo charitable a Manner, by applying to the Par- 
hiaent for Juttice and Retribution. 

I have read of a Country, I thinkin the Ea? Indies, 
where Corruption and Knaviry, of all Kinds, were grown 
io prevalent, that it was lets dangerous to plunder the 
People of Millions than to fieal au Handkerchief, or rob 
an Henrooft; where the greateft Crimes were openly 
countenanced, whilft little ones were punifh.d with Ri- 
gour, and nothing but Enormity of Guilt was a {ure Re 
commendation to Impunity and Proteétion. 

How different from This is the prefent, happy Condi- 
tion of our Nation, where Punifhments are fo equally 
adapted to the Nature of all Offences, artd tuch Care i 
taken that no Crime fhall efcape Juitice, under any Co- 
lour or Difguife whatioever, that even the Praétice of 
Charity it felf, in too extenfive a Manner, may happen 
to involve a Man in the Cenfures and Penalties of the 
Law?

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Bogue, Jan. 15,.N.8. The Contents of the Dif 
Patches, which Count Sinzendorff, Envoy Extraordinary 
of his Imperial Majefty at this Place, received by the 
lft Courier from Vienna, are not yet publickly known ; 
but we are neverthelefs affured, they brought a Propofal 
for an Expedient to remove ail the Difficulties, which 
have fo long retarded the Acceflion of this Stace to the 
Treaty of Viexna 

The States of Ho//and, wpon whom that Affair feems 
at preient to depend, were extraordinary afflembled, on 
Purpole (as we imagined) to make an End of it; but 
their Seilion was interrupted for fome Days, and when 
refumed, we hope to fee that knotty Affair brought to 
a fpeedy Conclufion. 

Mean while, the Marquifs de Fexelon Ambafizdor of 
France, has frequent Conferences with the principal Mem- 
bers of the State; wherein he cifplays all his Rhetorick 
to prevent their High Mightinefles Acceflion, and em- 
phatically defcribes the Advantages, which the Republick 
might reap from a ftrict Union with the Crown ot France 
which will be at an End whenever the Scates-Gener:I 
declare in Favour of the Emperor, by the Acceflion 
Hague, Jan. 29. On Friday laft the States of the 
Province ot Hol/and cameto a Refolution to accede to 
the Treaty of Viexza; which Refolution was the next 
Day reported to the States General, whege the Depu- 
ties Of Utrecht, Oversfel, Frefland, and Gelierland, de- 
clared themielves ready toconcur in it. Thofe of Zea- 
land and Groningen detired Time to confult their rc{pec- 
tive Provinces, who are to aflemble on Monday next; 
tv which the other Provinces agreed.
